The attorneys of record brought in a draft amended claims, which is attached. With this amend/ment, the claims now 
do not read on to the primary reference Kraus (094). The attorneys argued that the claims also do not read on to the 
secondary reference Onodera (581) since Onodera does not teach (1) a fibrous red cell barrier medium and (2) even if 
Onodera (581) teaches two separate embodiments , one having a fibrous medium for selective filtering of blood 
particles except RBCs and the other having a membrane for separating blood cells from plasma, there is no teaching of 
combining the two media in to one filter, nor there is any motivation implied in such a combination and therefore the 
amended claims overcome the rejections. The attorneys of record would be sending in a formalized amended claims 
with their arguments shortly.. 
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
